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Our  Front  Cover  illustration  this  month  depicts  a  new  medal  to  commemorate 
the  bicentenary  of  the  birth  of  Sir  Humphrey  Davy.  The  illustration  also  gives 
positive  evidence  that  a  long  standing  aim  of  our  Company  is  beginning  to  bear 
fruit.  It  may  not  be  known  to  all  our  readers  that  during  the  past  few  years  we  have 
been  sponsoring  a  travel  bursary  for  students  which  is  administered  by  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts. 

The  subject  is  medal  design  and  the  competition  is  open  to  art  students  under  the  _ 
age  of  23;  the  object  being  to  interest  young  people  in  medallic  work,  particularly 
portraiture.  It  is  our  hope  that  this  competition  may  lead  to  an  improvement  in  the

In  1931  the  heirs  of  Gustaf  Ignatius  (1844-1931)  made  over  to  the  coin  collections 
of  the  University  of  Helsinki  the  cabinet  of  more  than  4,000  pieces  formed  by  this 
well-known  Helsinki  apothecary  mainly  but  not  exclusively  during  the  last  third  of  ( 
the  nineteenth  century1.  Still  not  perhaps  sufficiently  appreciated  abroad  is  the  fact 
that  the  University  collections  constitute  an  important  clement  in  the  Finnish 
national  collection  of  coins  and  medals  housed  in  the  National  Museum.  Among  23 
Viking- Age  coins  included  in  the  Ignatius  bequest  is  a  Helmet  (Hild.  E  BMC  viii 
Brooke  4=North  775  Seaby  669)  penny  of  Aethelraed  II  purporting  to  be  by  the 
Canterbury  moneyer  Godric  [Fig.  1].  That  Godric  was  a  Canterbury  moneyer  in  this 
type  can  scarcely  be  disputed.  He  is  known  in  the  preceding  issue  (cf.  BEH  Ethclred 
167),  and  particularly  well-attested  in  the  succeeding  one  (cf.  BEH  Ethclred  163-166' 
where  an  already  published  stylistic  analysis  makes  it  possible  for  authentic  English 
coins  of  this  mint  to  be  distinguished  from  imitations  with  a  fair  degree  of  confidence  . 

In  the  case  of  the  Helsinki  specimen,  on  the  other  hand,  we  have  certain  reservations. 

That  the  piece  is  a  genuine  product  of  the  early  eleventh  century  is  not  in  question, 
and  research  has  established  that  its  ultimate  provenance  is  either  the  1841  hoard 
from  Faimio  (Pemar)  thought  to  have  been  concealed  around  the  year  1035  or  that 
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from  Raisio  (Reso)  buried  perhaps  about  the  middle  of  the  eleventh  century  and 
recovered  in  1835'.  1  he  weight  of  the  coin  (1.76  g=27.2  grains)  is  what  must  arouse 
suspicion,  and  it  must  be  put  beside  three  coins  of  the  same  type,  mint  and  moneyer 
in  Stockholm  which  were  published  by  Bror  Emil  Hildebrand ‘in  1881  (BEH  Ethelred 
168-170)  and  which  are  entirely  acceptable  as  the  products  of  official  English  dies. 
They  are  here  illustrated  by  direct  photographs  [Fig.  2,  a-c\  kindly  made  available  by 
Dr.  Brita  Maimer,  Director  of  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  and  Museum  of  Monetary 
History.  Two  of  them  are  from  the  same  obverse  die,  and  they  weigh  respectively 
1.29,  1.26  and  1.15  g  (=19.1,  19.4  and  17.7  grains).  To  these  must  be  added  a  coin  in 
Copenhagen  ( SCBI  Aethelred  66)  which  is  from  the  same  reverse  die  as  BEH 
Ethelred  170  as  appears  from  a  direct  photograph  [Fig.  2,  d]  kindly  supplied  on  behalf 
of  the  authorities  of  the  Royal  Coin  and  Medal  Cabinet  by  Inspektor  Jorgen  Steen 
Jensen. 

What  must  further  disturb  about  the  Helsinki  coin  is  its  style.  Added  to  the 
obverse  type  at  the  junction  of  the  king’s  nose  and  forehead  is  an  annulet  apparently 
from  the  same  punch  as  those  at  the  extremities  of  the  fillet  binding  the  helmet. 
Recently  Dr.  Maimer  invited  one  of  us  (MD)  to  contribute  to  the  Swedish  Commen- 
tationes  series  a  discussion  of  imitation  in  the  Helmet  type  of  Aethelread  II,  and  in 
the  course  of  this  paper,  based  on  a  total  of  91  virtually  contemporary  imitations 
preserved  in  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet,  it  is  argued  that  the  obverse  of  one  of  the 
Dublin  copies  was  the  model  for  most  of  the  Scandinavian,  which  in  this  case  means 
Swedish,  imitations  of  the  better  kind.  A  characteristic  of  most  of  the  Dublin  coins 
and  of  all  these  superior  Swedish  imitations  is  the  presence  of  a  third  annulet  at  the 
peak  of  the  visor  of  the  king’s  helmet,  and  if  the  annulet  on  the  coin  purportedly  of 
Canterbury  had  been  set  only  very  slightly  higher  on  the  king’s  face,  we  probably 
would  not  have  hesitated  to  deem  the  penny  derivative  and  not  of  English  work. 

Admittedly  absent  from  the  Helsinki  coin  is  one  criterion  of  the  dozen  Stockholm 
obverse  dies  which  seem  certainly  Scandinavian,  the  trefoil  of  pellets  impaled  by  the 
“spike”  with  which  the  “tail”  of  the  helmet  is  made  to  terminate,  a  feature  we  have 
observed  in  the  case  of  only  one  of  the  dies  associated  with  Dublin.  This  might 
suggest  Hiberno-Norse  work,  but  this  seems  to  us  precluded  by  the  coin’s  weight — 
Dublin  pieces  are  normally  “light” — and  by  several  epigraphical  details,  most 
obviously  by  the  failure  to  indicate  lenition  of  the  final  consonant  of  the  royal  name 
by  substitution  of  D  for  D,  and  to  replace  the  final  X  of  the  royal  title  by  + .  The 
lettering  of  the  reverse,  moreover,  is  very  “un-Irish”,  while  comparisons  may  be 
drawn  with  several  of  the  Swedish  reverses  where  there  is  similar  very  exact  rendering 
of  an  English  legend4. 

No  third  annulet  is  known  to  us  as  occurring  on  a  coin  that  is  certainly  English. 
On  the  Dublin  coins  that  exhibit  the  feature  it  is  usually  placed  much  closer  to  its 
neighbour  than  on  the  Helsinki  piece,  and  is  linked  to  it  by  a  bar.  It  is  by  no  means 
rare,  too,  for  Scandinavian  copies  to  exceed  the  1.6  g  normal  maximum  weight  of  the 
English  prototypes.  In  other  words,  stylistically  and  metrologically  the  Ignatius 
penny  purporting  to  be  of  Canterbury  (no.  382  in  the  forthcoming  Helsinki  fascicle 
of  the  SCBI)  is  best  considered  a  slightly  atypical  product  of  a  Swedish  atelier  which 
can  be  shown  to  have  been  operating  somewhere  about  the  beginning  of  the  second 
decade  of  the  eleventh  century.  Again  we  would  draw  attention  to  the  discrepant 
epigraphy,  and  in  particular  to  the  form  of  the  R  and  to  the  quasi-curule  X,  details 
which  in  combination  with  other  factors  oust  what  is  perhaps  a  unique  coin  from  the 
English  series.

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standard  of  medal  design  in  this  country.  The  annual  competition  requires  a  model 
for  a  cast  medal,  and  prizes  totalling  £1000  are  awarded  by  a  panel  of  judges  to 
enable  the  recipients  to  travel  and  study  notable  collections  or  works  of  art. 

Since  its  inception  four  years  ago  the  competition  has  achieved  some  measure  of 
success  in  that  some  eighty-five  students  have  been  encouraged  to  work  in  a  medium 
that  hitherto  had  been  virtually  ignored  by  the  art  colleges.  Two  of  the  prize  winners 
have  had  their  designs  taken  up  by  interested  bodies.  In  1975  Mark  Holloway,  a 
student  at  the  Reigate  School  of  Art,  had  his  medal  of  Sir  Stamford  Raffles  adopted 
by  the  Royal  Zoological  Society:  it  is  now  given  as  an  annual  award  of  the  Society 
in  the  field  of  amateur  zoologists.  In  1976  Anna  Bonskek,  studying  at  the  Wolver¬ 
hampton  Polytechnic  found  that  her  medal  featuring  J.  D.  Bernal  was  of  interest  to 
the  Science  Policy  Foundation. 

This  year,  we,  ourselves,  have  decided  that,  of  the  four  finalists,  the  medals  of 
Christopher  Dean  and  Susan  Watson,  who  respectively  came  first  and  second,  were 
particularly  good  and  were  worthy  of  more  attention.  In  their  report  the  jury  com¬ 
mented  as  follows  on  the  work  of  Mr.  Dean  and  Miss  Watson: 

“Mr.  Dean  had  achieved  an  excellent  balance  between  the  two  sides  of  his  medal, 
which  depicted  Sir  Humphrey  Davy  and  the  interior  of  a  coal  mine.  The  portrait 
on  the  obverse  was  well  modelled  and  cleverly  placed.  The  medal  as  a  whole  had 
great  power  and  a  good  sculptured  feel ;  it  showed  a  boldness  rare  in  British  medal 
making,  which  well  demonstrated  a  grasp  of  the  potentialities  of  this  medium.  The 
Jury  noted  with  interest  that  for  two  years  running,  major  winners  in  this  Section 
had  come  from  Wolverhampton  Polytechnic. 

Miss  Watson’s  medal  was  also  one  of  the  few  in  which  the  quality  of  the  obverse 
and  reverse,  and  the  weight  of  the  modelling  on  each  side,  were  well  balanced.  The 
Jury  particularly  commented  on  her  successful  portrait  of  Sir  Humphrey  Davy”. 
The  art  critic  of  the  London  ‘Daily  Telegraph’  also  lent  his  weight  to  the  praise  for 
Mr.  Dean’s  work,  his  comments  are  reproduced  under  our  ‘Letters  to  the  Editor, 
From  the  Press’  section  this  month. 

In  view  of  the  above  comments  we  are  therefore  proposing  to  have  a  very  small 
number  of  each  medal  cast  in  bronze  by  the  Royal  Mint — an  edition  limited  to  25 
of  each  of  which  only  20  of  each  will  be  available  for  sale.  The  illustration  of  Mr. 
Dean’s  medal  is  actual  size  but  unfortunately  it  is  impossible  to  give  an  impression 
of  the  enormous  depth  of  field  that  has  been  achieved ;  this  is  so  deep  as  to  give  the 
impression  that  the  object  is  almost  a  piece  of  sculpture.  Miss  Watson’s  medal, 
illustrated  above,  is  reduced.  The  actual  diameter  of  this  piece  is  12.3  cms.  The 
average  weight  of  Mr.  Dean’s  medal  is  820  gms.  and  Miss  Watson’s  medal  710  gms. 
The  price  of  each  piece  is  £40.  ( Postage  and  packing  extra.  Overseas  clients  should 
indicate  if  they  wish  these  heavy  medals  sent  airmail.) 
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THE  WONDERFUL  WORLD  OF  THE  URTUQIDS

Fig  5  is  another  coin  of  the  same  ruler,  also  with  a  pictorial  design,  on  both  sides. 
The  obverse  shows  two  heads  slightly  turned  away  from  each  other,  and  this  is  in 
the  Byzantine  style,  though  on  the  original  the  heads  face  directly  to  the  front.  The 
facing  head  on  the  reverse  would  seem  to  derive  from  the  head  of  the  gorgon  Medusa 
as  seen  in  the  centre  of  the  shield  on  the  copper  coins  of  the  Macedonian  kings 
(Type:  Macedonian  shield  Macedonian  helmet). 

Fig  6  shows  an  obverse  of  Nasir  ed-din  Urtuq  Arslan.  The  man  riding  on  a  lion 
may  be  derived  from  a  Greek  Imperial  type  showing  Dionysus,  the  god  of  wine, 
riding  on  a  lion,  or  it  may  come  from  some  other  source.  This  Urtuqid  type  was  in 
its  turn  to  be  copied  by  other  rulers  in  the  area — I  possess  an  almost  identical  coin 
minted  by  a  contemporary  Prince  of  Irbil.

Nasir  also  struck  the  very  beautiful  “centaur”  type  shown  as  Fig  7.  But  no 
classical  centaur  ever  had  a  tail  ending  in  a  dragon’s  head,  and  no  classical  centaur

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ever  shot  at  its  own  tail  anyway !  It  would  appear  that  the  Urtuqids  are  developing 
their  own  art  forms.  Such  a  pity  that  this  ‘‘Renaissance”  of  Moslem  art  lasted  such 
a  short  time,  as  there  is  no  knowing  what  beauty  might  have  developed. 

One  final  coin  of  the  earlier  ruler  Hosam  ed-din  Yuluq  Arslan  again.  The  figure 
seated  cross-legged  holding  a  sword  and  a  head  is  very  oriental  in  style — it  may 
possibly  go  back  to  some  representation  of  Perseus  with  the  gorgon’s  head,  but  it 
could,  just  possibly,  be  something  original  to  the  Urtuqids. 

The  Urtuqid  series  is  not  such  a  very  large  one.  I  feel  that  it  is  the  sort  of  series 
a  collector  could  quite  well  go  in  for  as  a  side-line,  and  have  quite  a  deal  of  fun  with 
it. 


THE  IRISH  COINAGE  OF  ARMSTRONG  AND  LEGGE

We  are  informed  that  there  is  a  great  scarcity  of  coin  in  Ireland,”  so  wrote  Charles 
II  to  the  Irish  Lords  Justices  in  1660.  And  in  one  form  or  another  these  words  had 
been  spoken  before  and  were  to  be  spoken  again  many  times. 

“The  great  monument  of  the  Restoration  in  Ireland  was  the  Act  of  Settlement, 
which  while  retaining  much  of  the  Protestant  structure  imposed  by  Cromwell, 
attempted  to  re-habilitate  those  royalists  who  had  lost  land  and  influence  during  “the 
late  usurpation”  as  the  Commonwealth  was  called.  The  Irish  royalists  came  from 
several  diverse  groups.  There  were  the  Irish  Gaelic  chiefs  who  had  declared  for 
Charles  I,  but  because  of  their  independent  actions,  were  often  deemed  to  have  been 
traitors,  more  against  the  English  connection,  than  Parliament.  Few  of  these  were 
restored  their  lands;  their  Irishness  and  Catholicism  stood  against  them.  There  were, 
however,  a  number  of  English  or  Anglicised  royalists  who  were  favoured  more  by  the 
Act  of  Settlement.  The  most  famous  of  these  was  James  Butler,  Duke  of  Ormond; 
further  down  the  social  scale  came  Sir  Thomas  Armstrong,  one  time  Quartermaster  of 
Horse  in  the  King’s  Irish  Army,  who  had  temporarily  done  well  out  of  seized  Irish 
lands,  and  who  in  1661  was  granted  a  patent  to  coin  Irish  farthings. 

This  patent  was  by  way  of  compensation.  Private  coining  grants  in  the  seventeenth 
century  were  like  the  creation  or  purchase  of  boroughs.  They  were  the  means  and 
income  to  political  influence  in  a  much  wider  field.  Armstrong  was  a  Protestant,  and 
like  most  Irish  Protestants  was  very  conscious  of  this  separation  of  privilege  from  the 
rest  of  the  nation.  In  later  nationalist  phraseology  this  coining  grant  was  part  of  the 
English  exploitation  of  Ireland. 

The  patent  was  to  last  Armstrong  and  his  heirs  for  twenty  one  years  and  was 
based  on  the  English  patent  granted  to  Lord  Maltravers  in  1635.  The  farthings  were 
each  to  weigh  20  grains,  and  bore  the  design  of  the  crown  over  crossed  sceptres,  with  a 
crowned  harp  on  the  obverse.  Like  the  English  farthings  these  were  of  a  small  size 
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and  weight;  they  could  make  poor  comparison  with  the  private  tokens  issued  at  the 
time,  and  almost  from  the  first  issue  suspicion  by  Dublin  Castle  authorities  created  an 
atmosphere  that  few  were  passed,  and  eventually,  the  fight  being  not  worth  the 
expense,  Sir  Thomas  Armstrong  let  the  patent  lapse. 

Armstrong’s  patent  was  not  the  only  coining  grant  which  lapsed.  As  part  of  a  royal¬ 
ist  policy  to  tidy  up  the  Irish  coinage  and  prevent  the  issue  of  trade  tokens,  a  grant  to 
coin  small  silver  w7as  given  to  Sir  Thomas  Vvner  in  1662.  A  Dublin  mint  was  pro¬ 
posed  which  would  coin  silver  up  to  groat  denomination,  but  almost  immediately  the 
proposals  were  dashed  against  the  rocks  of  devolved  authority  and  debased  silver. 
“We  have  only  to  add  that  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Kings  and  Queens  of 
England  to  stock  their  Kingdom  of  Ireland  with  coins  minted  in  London 
where  a  portion  of  the  Mint  still  bears  the  name  of ‘the  Irish  Mint.” 

Debased  silver  was  considered  after  the  Henrican  experiences  to  be  of  “eminent 
prejudice”  to  the  entire  coinage  and  a  possible  draw  of  bullion  away  from  London  and 
towards  Dublin.  Sir  Thomas  Vyner  was  induced  to  surrender  his  grant,  and  apart 
from  a  systematic  valuation  of  all  foreign  coins  circulating  in  Ireland,  broadsheets 
appearing  in  January  of  1661,  the  reform  of  the  Irish  coinage  ceased.  It  corresponds 
with  the  Mint’s  possessiveness  of  the  standard  of  silver  and  its  hostility  to  copper  that 
a  devolved  copper  coinage  was  an  acceptable  part  of  political  patronage  whereas 
silver  was  not. 


Irish  society  at  this  time  was  not  harmonious.  The  gradual  transference  of  land 
into  English  hands  continued;  there  were  rumours  of  popish  plots,  of  invasions,  even 
general  massacres.  Archbishop  Plunket  was  hanged  at  Tyburn;  though  the  Duke 
of  Ormond  beautified  Dublin,  the  atmosphere  was  one  of  continual  insecurity. 


During  this  time  Thomas  Armstrong  died,  and  his  son,  also  a  Thomas,  succeeded 
to  all  his  titles  and  claims.  The  second  Thomas  had  also  taken  to  a  military  career 
and  served  under  the  Duke  of  Monmouth  in  Flanders,  where  he  met  and  befriended 
Colonel  George  Legge,  another  Anglo-Irishman  from  Co.  Louth.  These  two  men 
were  an  unusual  combination.  Sir  Thomas  Armstrong  was  by  far  the  more  volatile 
of  the  two;  he  was  an  adventurer  and  a  Whig,  becoming  involved  with  Monmouth’s 
claim  to  the  throne.  Legge  was  more  circumspect.  Fie  became  governor  of  Portsmouth 
and  busied  himself  with  the  security  and  routine  of  that  position,  until  elevated  to  the 
rank  of  Master  of  Ordnance  and  the  title  of  Lord  Dartmouth. 


Armstrong  seems  frequently  to  have  been  ready  with  a  page  or  a  widow  who  had 
witnessed  Charles  II’s  marriage  to  Lucy  Walters,  Monmouth’s  mother.  Fie  became 
so  involved  with  the  Monmouth  conspiracy  that  in  1679  he  was  “banished  the  King’s 
presence  and  the  Court  forever”.  He  followed  the  Duke  about  the  country,  becoming 
one  of  his  favourites,  corresponding  between  him  and  Lord  Shaftesbury.  It  is  not 
surprising  that  this  “well  approved  Protestant  and  Englishman”  should  have  in¬ 
curred  the  animus  of  James,  Duke  of  York,  but  in  the  early  1680’s  it  was  Monmouth’s 
star  which  was  in  the  ascendent  and  James  was  sent  off  to  Scotland. 

Perhaps  it  was  by  way  of  a  bribe,  perhaps  it  was  because  of  his  father’s  claims  for 
in  1681  Armstrong  petitioned  the  King,  saying  that  neithei  he  noi  his  latter  had 
“reaped  any  benefit”  from  the  1661  grant,  and  prayed  for  a  new  patent.  New  letters 
patents  were  drawn  up  in  168  i  and  Armstrong,  associated  with  Legge  received  a  21 
year  monopoly  for  coining  Irish  farthings.  These  were  to  be  far  different  in  design 
and  weight  from  the  1661  issues.  They  were  heavier,  and  bore  a  full  wigged  profile 
of  Charles  II  with  an  elegant  crowned  harp  — disguising  the  fact  that  if  constructed 
according  to  that  design  a  real  frame  would  immediately  collapse  under  the  tension 

necessary  for  the  strings. 
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These  coins  are  attractive  pieces  when  in  good  condition.  Silver  proofs  were  made 
as  well  as  varieties  in  the  size  of  the  lettering.  Being  of  good  size  and  minted  in 
quantity  these  coins  successfully  drove  out  of  circulation  the  private  tokens  struck, 
‘‘without  any  authority”. 

By  1685  Monmouth’s  cause  had  collapsed  in  ruins,  and  with  it  fell  Armstrong. 
On  the  accession  of  James  II,  he  was  proclaimed  a  traitor,  his  lands  seized  and  the 
coining  patent  revoked.  Legge  wras  to  die  peacefully  in  1685.  There  had  been  a  touch 
of  irony  in  his  coining  career  in  that  his  official  lodgings  in  the  Tower  of  London  had 
been  rendered  useless  by  “making  a  platform  in  the  Mint  for  planting  guns”,  no 
doubt  during  another  invasion  scare.  Legge  had  been  made  Lord  Dartmouth  in  1682. 
Coining  was  one  part  of  his  rise  in  power.  He  had  appealed  to  have  the  small  town 
of  Dunleer  which  he  owned,  created  a  borough,  with  voting  rights  for  two  M.P.s 
limited  to  the  corporation  which  he  could  appoint.  This  was  the  stuff  of  political 
power;  this  was  also  the  means  which  ended  in  all  those  rotten  boroughs  denounced 
in  early  nineteenth  century  politics. 

With  the  death  of  Legge  and  the  fall  of  Armstrong,  the  coining  patent  passed  to 
John  Knox,  Alderman  and  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin  Corporation.  During  the  years 
James  ruled  from  England  Knox’s  coins  continued  in  much  the  same  style  as  those 
struck  under  Charles.  The  portrait  was  changed,  but  on  James’s  flight  to  Ireland  and 
the  opening  of  the  Mint  in  Capel  Street  for  the  famous  brass-money  Knox’s  patent 
was  wound  up. 

It  was  three  years  before  London  authority  was  felt  again  in  Ireland.  James’s 
wars,  climaxed  in  the  Battles  of  the  Boyne  and  Aughrim,  lasted  until  1691.  While 
Limerick  was  coining  the  last  of  its  seige  pieces  for  its  garrison,  the  Dublin  mint  was 
reopened  for  a  new  issue  of  Irish  halfpennies  in  the  names  of  William  and  Mary. 
Their  style  was  in  continuity  with  the  first  Armstrong  and  Legge  coins,  but  it  seems 
they  were  often  counterfeited.  In  1692  Dublin  Castle  was  complaining  of  the  “coining 
and  vending  of  small  money”.  Some  of  these  halfpennies  are  of  short  weight,  some 
appear  cast,  and  there  are  die  varieties  not  lised  in  catalogues,  such  as  wrongly  placed 
stops:  e.g.  gulliamus  .  et  .  ma  .  ria  .  rex  .  et  .  regina.  These  coins  were  struck  up 
to  Mary’s  death  in  1694,  but  during  William  Ill’s  sole  reign  they  were  only  issued  in 
1696,  with  two  varieties,  one  well  struck  and  the  other  offering  a  crude  undraped 
portrait.  These  were  the  final  output. 

Interest  in  these  coins  has  not  been  very  strong.  The  issues  fall  between  the  more 
dramatic  rises  of  the  Civil  War,  of  James  II’s  brass  money  and  Wood’s  halfpence. 
Yet  they  should  not  be  seen  as  ‘fill-ins’.  They  reflect  the  ebbs  and  flows  of  English, 
as  well  as  private,  fortunes  in  Irish  affairs.  They  were  part  of  the  patronage  network. 
Their  last  appearance  marks  the  end  of  an  uncertainty.  In  1696  the  Williamite 
victories  were  past;  the  Protestant  Ascendancy  was  now  firmly  in  power

5.  Local  “dump”  issue  1802-1829 

These  local  struck  coins  form  an  interesting  date  series  which  are  generally 
inexpensive  to  buy  when  they  can  be  found.  As  a  type  the  coins  are  reasonably 
common  with  the  Pice  turning  up  quite  regularly.  As  is  usual  with  this  sort  of  coin 
the  design  is  seldom  well  centred  and  the  date  is  often  off  the  flan,  this  makes  the 
finding  of  specific  dates  far  more  difficult  than  finding  the  type. 
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There  are  also  two  issues,  of  1820-21  and  1828-29,  attributed  by  Major  Pridmore 
to  Southern  Concan  which  are  very  similar  to  this  issue  and  are  therefore  often  con¬ 
fused  with  them.  They  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  next  part  of  this  survey.

With  a  long  date 
series  such  as  this  the  extra  information  supplied  by  collectors  helps  to  present  a 
clearer  picture.  The  second  column  shows  the  quantity  in  the  British  Museum  and 
the  third  column  the  suggested  rarity.  For  ease  of  reference  the  additional  notes  are 
given  after  each  denomination.

An  easier  coin  to  find  than  the  4  Pice  although,  as  can  be  seen,  some  of  the  dates 
are  very  rare.  Those  of  1812  and  1827  were  listed  by  Atkins  but,  as  Major  Pridmore 
was  unable  to  verify  them  and  I  have  also  been  unable  to  trace  any,  they  may  not 
exist.  That  Atkins  had  no  knowledge  of  those  dated  1810,  1818,  1819  and  1828  lends 
support  to  the  rarity  ratings.  The  Parsons  catalogue  lists  seven  of  the  double  pice 
including  the  rare  dates  1809,  1810,  1825  and  1826.  I  have  only  managed  to  acquire 
two,  both  dated  1816,  the  other  dates  have  eluded  me.  Pridmore  records  two  forgeries, 
one  dated  6181  of  which  there  are  two  that  I  know  of  and  would  rate  about  R3  and 
another  dated  8118  which  I  have  not  traced  and  therefore  rate  about  R5. 

Although  there  are  13  different  dates  listed  here  (and  there  may  be  others  not 
yet  recorded)  any  collector  would  be  extremely  fortunate  to  find  more  than  four  or 
five.  It  may  be  a  little  easier  to  find  one  without  a  date  for  of  those  found  listed  half 
were  of  uncertain  date.

The  Pice  is  by  far  the  most  common  denomination  and  one  that  can  easily  be 
found,  particularly  when  the  number  of  uncertain  date  coins  which  are  available  is 
taken  into  account.  Besides  those  listed  above  another  10  have  appeared  in  lists  with 
dates  which  could  not  be  read.  That  every  date  is  obtainable  can  be  illustrated  by 
the  fact  that  there  are  few  gaps  in  the  survey  column  and  that  the  Parsons  collection 
contained  every  date  except  1818.  The  Parsons  catalogue  also  lists  Pice  of  1820  and 
1821  which  were  probably  those  of  Southern  Concan  and  a  mule  of  twro  obverses 
which  may  be  a  coin  attributed  by  Major  Pridmore  to  the  Malabar  coast.  Atkins  had 
no  knowledge  of  the  1809  Pice.  My  own  collection  contains  nine  different  dates  but 
I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any  of  those  listed  rarer  than  R.

With  the  exception  of  1825  and,  to  some  extent,  1826  a  very  difficult  coin  to  find. 
Atkins  did  not  know  of  those  dated  1810,  1813,  1815,  1819  and  1826.  Only  four 
could  be  found  offered  for  sale  over  the  past  20  years  two  of  which  were  1825,  one 
being  1813  and  the  other  was  of  uncertain  date.  The  Parsons  collection  contained 
five — 1808,  1815,  1816,  1825  and  1826.  The  only  two  dates  I  have  been  able  to  find 
for  my  own  collection  are  1825  and  1826.  There  is  also  a  forgery  recorded  with  date 
1861  of  which  I  have  traced  one  and  would  rate  R4.

The  £  Pice  is  the  rarest  of  all  these  coins  with  the  only  date  likely  to  be  found 
being  1825.  The  Parsons  collection  only  had  one,  which  was  date  1825  as  is  the  only 
one  I  have  been  able  to  find  for  my  collection.  Atkins  only  lists  two  dates  1821  and 
1825.  The  £  Pice  dated  1826  has  only  recently  turned  up,  being  previously  unre¬ 
corded. 

It  will  be  seen  that  no  coin  is  rated  rarer  than  R5.  With  these  coins  it  is  far  less 
easy  to  estimate  the  rarity  of  the  scarcer  pieces  than  it  is  with  some  of  the  better 
known  issues,  coins  of  which  appear  more  frequently.  In  all  instances  where  none 
have  been  traced  this  rarity  has  been  given  to  avoid  exaggeration.  A  wider  knowledge, 
over  a  longer  period  of  time,  may  help  to  indicate  the  differences  in  rarity  of  these 
very  scarce  coins. 

Some  idea  of  the  rarity  of  each  value,  as  a  type,  may  be  gauged  by  a  comparison 
of  all  those  that  could  be  traced  from  all  sources.

As  previously  stated  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  specimens  either  in  good  condition 
or  well  centred.  An  “as  struck”  coin  would  probably  rate  no  better  than  VF  and  if 
well  centred  it  would  be  very  rare. 
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“Medals  of  the  Renaissance”.  By  Sir  Goerge  Hill.  First  published  1920.  Revised  and 
enlarged  by  Graham  Pollard.  British  Museum  Publications  Ltd. — £ 25 

In  recent  years  the  numismatist  has  apparently  become  reconciled  to  the  seemingly 
inevitable  fact  that  second-hand  works  on  virtually  every  branch  of  the  science  have  become 
increasingly  more  expensive.  When  this  book  is  the  standard  work  on  a  very  popular  series, 
the  high  price  asked  is  well  able  to  be  understood  since  the  demand  for  the  book  will  inevitably 
exceed  the  supply.  What  some  collectors  may  not  find  so  easy  to  understand  is  why  a  book  on 
renaissance  medals  should  be  so  highly  prized.  The  medals  themselves  are  generally  so 
expensive  as  to  preclude  the  average  medal  collector  from  having  more  than  an  isolated 
specimen  in  his  cabinet  and  it  is  certainly  true  to  say  that  there  are  more  popular  series  than 
renaissance  medals. 

If  one  requires  an  answer  as  to  why  Hill’s  work  is  so  desirable  one  only  has  to  spend  a 
little  time  delving  into  the  book  now  presented  to  us.  As  an  introduction  to  the  subject  the 
book  is  unsurpassed,  indeed  no  other  work  exists  which  encompasses  such  a  scholarly  and 
readable  account  of  the  evolution  of  the  medal  in  Renaissance  Europe.  The  original  work  has 
been  eagerly  sought  after  by  collectors  and  bibliophiles  alike  and  in  recent  years  high  prices 
have  been  asked  for  it:  the  new  work  will  alleviate  this  problem  somewhat. 

Hill’s  text  has  been  left  virtually  untouched  in  this  revised  edition,  but  a  new  series  of 
notes  incorporating  the  original  have  been  added.  Mr.  Pollard  has  also  added  a  biographical 
note  on  Hill  and  a  full  bibliography  of  his  writings.  I  particularly  like  the  fact  that  the  notes 
are  now  numbered  sequentially  and  appear  at  the  end  of  the  book.  This  arrangement  is  arguably 
less  distracting  than  placing  them  at  the  foot  of  each  page;  it  is  particularly  desirable  when 
some  of  the  notes  are  fairly  long.  At  the  beginning  of  each  chapter  an  indication  is  given  as  to 
on  which  page  the  notes  on  that  chapter  begin.  The  type  face  is  clear  and  makes  for  easy 
reading,  probably  more  so  than  in  the  original;  the  plates  are  nicely  balanced. 

The  present  book  will  be  welcomed  by  all  collectors  of  commemorative  medals  wishing  to 
gain  accurate  information  on  the  early  development  of  the  series  that  fascinates  them  so  much: 
they  could  have  no  finer  tutor. — L.A.B. 


Royal  Mint:  Hundred  and  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Deputy  Master  and  Comp¬ 
troller  for  the  year  1  April  1975  to  31  March  1976.

Contents  of  this  report  are  as  follows:  I.  Coins  produced  for  the  U.K.  and  Overseas. 
II.  Medals  and  clasps  issued,  as  well  as  Seals,  Postage  and  Revenue  dies.  III.  New  designs  for 
coins  and  medals.  IV.  Bullion  and  metal  received.  V.  Production  data.  VI.  Assay  office  data 
which  includes  reports  on  genuine  and  counterfeit  coins  examined.  VII. -IX.  Returns  relating 
to  the  United  Kingdom  silver  and  cupro-nickel ;  nickel-brass  and  bronze  currency.  X.  Estimate 
of  coin  in  circulation  in  the  U.K.  at  31  March  1976.  XI.  Verdict  of  the  Jury  at  the  trial  of  the 
Pyx  (1976).  XII.  Royal  Mint  Advisory  Committee. 

This  report  is,  as  usual,  packed  full  ol  interesting  information.  It  shows,  for  instance,  that 
the  Mint  struck  almost  1,676  million  coins  and  sub-contracted  for  a  further  536  million. 

The  number  and  variety  of  private  medals  produced  is  quite  impressive;  11,748  in  total 
which  includes  the  six  medals  made  for  the  Seaby  Design  Award  (see  elsewhere  in  the  Bulletin 
for  a  report  on  the  1978  Award). 

The  smallest  return  for  the  U.K.  coinage  indicates  that  52  £.s.d.  sets  (2/6d-id)  dated  1970 
were  made  during  the  year  (We  wish  it  was  possible  to  identify  these  rare  pieces  from  the  many 
thousnds  of  similar  sets  with  the  1970  date!) 

Once  again,  the  only  U.K.  silver  coins  were  the  4,  3,  2  and  1  new  pence  made  for  the 
Royal  Maundy  ceremony.  Only  1,158  pieces  of  each  denomination  were  struck. 

An  interesting  item  regarding  the  Royal  Maundy  is  to  be  found  in  the  Report  on  the  Trial 
of  the  Pyx.  Although  the  verdict  declared  them  to  be  within  the  permitted  variation  of  standard 
fineness,  they  were  not  within  the  permitted  variation  from  the  standard  weight.  They  were, 
in  fact,  too  heavy!  The  remedy  for  Mint  officials  found  guilty  of  this  kind  of  error  in  Medieval 
times  was  swift,  if  somewhat  barbaric.  Times  have  changed — we  believe  the  Deputy  Master, 
Mr.  J.R.  Christie,  recently  relinquished  his  post  without  loss  of  any  of  his  extremities. — P.F.P.

I  find  this  a  fascinating  and  well  produced  publication  which  should  go  far  in  stimulating 
the  interest  ot  both  beginner  and  advanced  collector  alike.  I  hose  who  have  other  interests 
within  the  Celtic  world  will  find  this  little  book  equally  absorbing. 

The  book  is  divided  into  three  parts:  The  Celtic  World;  Gaul  and  Britain. 

The  123  coins  selected  to  illustrate  the  text  have  been  reproduced  twice  life-size  which 
affords  the  reader  an  excellent  opportunity  not  only  to  study  the  various  art  forms  but  also  to 
be  given  an  insight  to  history  in  the  making,  for  these  coins  give  a  very  true  record  of  those 
distant  times. 

I  feel  sure  that  if  Derek  Allen  had  been  with  us  today  he  would  have  fully  approved  of 
Dr.  John  Kent’s  masterly  presentation  of  his  work. — H.R.M.

Collectors  in  the  U.K.  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  in  the  recent  Budget  proposals,  the  level 
at  which  tax  is  charged  on  the  disposal  of  ‘goods  and  chattels’  which  includes  coins,  is  raised 
from  £1000  to  £2000.  Tax  will  only  be  liable  on  individual  coins  or  on  a  ‘set’  of  coins  if  their 
value  exceeds  £2000.  Even  then  marginal  relief  is  proposed  if  the  value  exceeds  £2000  by  a 
small  proportion.

Roman  coins  from  Wales.  A  number  of  Roman  coins  dating  back  to  the  fourth  century 
has  been  found  by  a  team  of  archaeologists  excavating  in  the  upper  Swansea  Valley.  The  eight 
bronze  coins  were  discovered  in  a  cave  directly  above  the  Dan-yr-Ogof  show  caves  near 
Abercrave  The  coins  are  not  particularly  rare  or  valuable,  but  provide,  with  other  things, 
including  ornate  brooches  and  combs,  significant  information  about  the  way  ot  life  1,600  years 
ago. — Western  Mail ,  Cardiff ,  29  March. 
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Ancient  British  coin  find.  A  rare  gold  coin,  said  to  be  worth  about  £1,500,  was  dis¬ 
carded  as  a  button  until  a  sharp-eyed  Shrewsbury  schoolgirl  spotted  its  true  value.  The 
pre-Roman,  Celtic  coin  lay  forgotten  in  a  vase  on  a  window  sill  for  18  months  and  was  then 
carried  around  in  a  purse  for  a  further  six  months  before  experts  were  called  in  to  examine  it. 
This  week  a  Shrewsbury  inquest  decided  that  the  coin  was  not  treasure  trove  and  should  be 
returned  to  its  finder,  who  found  it  lying  in  a  field  near  her  home  in  the  autumn  of  1975. 
Known  as  a  Gold  Stater,  it  had  been  minted  by  the  Dobunni  tribe  which  lived  in  the 
Gloucestershire-Cotswold  area. — Shrewsbury  Chronicle ,  14  April. 

Forgotten  sovereign.  You  reported  (April  19,  Page  1)  that  “The  Isle  of  Man  is  to  have 
Britain’s  first  £1  coin.  It  will  probably  be  smaller  than  a  50p  piece”.  Is  the  sovereign  not  only 
gone,  but  forgotten? — Letter  from  R.  Plummer ;  Financial  Times ,  24  April. 

Davy  medal  wins  Seaby  bursary.  One  of  the  best  commemorative  medals  to  be 
produced  in  Britain  in  recent  years  has  resulted  from  the  annual  travel  bursary  awarded  by 
B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  through  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts.  The  winning  medal,  which  commemorates 
Sir  Humphrey  Davy,  is  by  Christopher  Dean,  of  Wolverhampton  Polytechnic.  On  the  strength 
of  it  he  has  been  recommended  for  the  RSA  Jubilee  Award. 

On  one  side  of  the  medal,  is  a  portrait  of  Humphrey  Davy  against  rows  of  books,  while  on  j 
the  reverse  there  is  a  view  of  a  coal  mine  dominated  by  the  safety  lamp  Davy  invented.  Both  * 
sides  are  notable,  the  design  on  the  reverse  being  particularly  bold.  The  modelling  is  incisive 
and  has  a  sculptural  feeling  rare  in  contemporary  British  medals.  The  head  also  conveys  tactile 
values  in  an  effective  fashion.  At  the  same  time  interest  is  stimulated  by  the  way  it  is  set  off- 
centre,  and  the  lettering  is  striking  for  its  clarity. 

It  is  difficult  to  over-estimate  the  value  of  this  competition,  for  it  stimulates  the  current 
revival  now  in  the  art  of  the  medal  in  Britain.  Abroad,  notably  in  France,  contemporary 
medallists  receive  much  encouragement.  The  bursary  to  Christopher  Dean  is  worth  £500. 

A  point  of  special  interest  is  that  for  two  years  the  major  winners  of  this  award  have  come  from 
Wolverhampton  Polytechnic. 

Besides  the  winning  award,  a  bursary  of  £250  has  gone  to  Susan  Watson,  of  the  Reigate 
School  of  Art  and  Design,  while  bursaries  of  £125  each  have  been  granted  to  Nicholas  Rayburn, 
of  the  Central  School  of  Art  and  Design,  and  to  Phillip  Sherlock  of  the  Reigate  School  of 
Art  and  Design.  The  jury  also  commended  the  work  of  Karen  Leake,  of  the  Central  School  of 
Art  and  Design.  The  jury  included  Harold  Glover,  as  Chairman,  and  James  W.  Butler,  R.A., 
and  C.  H.  V.  Sutherland,  C.B.E.,  B.Lit.,  F.S.A. — From  Art  Review ,  by  Terence  Mullaly, 
Daily  Telegraph. 

New  coins  plan  “too  expensive”.  Introducing  new  coins  for  20p,  25p  or  £1  would  be 
very  expensive  and  would  cause  problems  and  confusion,  the  Treasury  Minister,  Mr.  Denzil 
Davies,  said  yesterday.  The  first  two  would  have  to  be  bigger  than  the  lOp  coin  but  smaller 
than  the  50p.  A  £1  coin  would  have  to  be  bigger  than  the  50p.  He  was  replying  in  the  Commons 
to  Mr.  Greville  Janner,  Labour  MP  for  Leicester  West,  who  had  called  for  a  complete  review 
of  Britain’s  coins  and  notes,  claiming  that  a  coin  could  last  25  years  but  the  average  life  of  a 
£1  note  was  only  ten  months.  Mr.  Janner  also  suggested  British  coins  should  be  made  from 
lighter  materials.  “There  is  no  sensible  reason  for  our  coins  to  drive  holes  through  our 
pockets”. — Scotsman ,  8  April.

Mini  SI  coin  making  news.  The  “shrunken”  silver  less  dollar  which  the  treasury 
Department  has  advocated  in  a  letter  to  Chairman  Walter  E.  Fauntroy  of  the  House  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Historic  Preservation  and  Coinage,  is  being  widely  discussed  in  newspapers 
throughout  the  country.  The  Treasury’s  proposal  to  replace  the  present  SI  coin  with  one  that 
would  be  midway  in  size  between  the  quarter  and  the  half  dollar  was  conveyed  to  the  sub¬ 
committee  in  a  letter  signed  by  Under  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Bette  B.  Anderson.  A  Treasury 
spokesman  has  pointed  out  that  the  reason  for  creating  a  smaller  $1  coin  that  would  circulate 
is  an  economic  one.  It  would  cost  between  two  and  three  cents  each  to  produce  these  coins, 
and  they  will  last  for  at  least  15  years,  he  said.  A  paper  dollar,  on  the  other  hand,  costs,  1.7  cents 
to  produce  and  has  a  circulating  life  of  only  a  few  months.  If  the  coin  meets  with  public 
acceptance,  it  is  expected  eventually  to  replace  the  paper  dollar.  The  government’s  Mints 
could  produce  as  many  as  250  million  by  next  year. — Coin  World ,  15  March. 

Public  House  tokens.  This  museum  has  on  display  a  small  collection  of  local  public 
house  tokens,  including  ten  Shrewsbury  inns.  Can  anyone  tell  me  something  from  contem¬ 
porary  sources  about  the  uses,  issues  etc.  of  these  tokens  ?
